"RIGHT TO BE SELF-SUPPORTING” 
URGED AS PLATFORM PLEDGE 


Sentinels of the Republic 


Submit Proposed Planks 


to Both M ajor P a rties

"Restoration to the millions of un­ 
employed of their inalienable right 
to be self-supporting,*' is urged as a 
plank for bath major parties rn a 
cries of platform recommendation •> 
made public today 
by 
Raymond 
Pitcairn, National Chairman, Ben- 
tmeis of the Republic. 
Copies of th" Sentinels’ recom­ 
mendations have been sent to the 
Chairmen of both the Republican 
and the Democratic Notional Com­ 
mittees by Mr. Pitcairn, who a n ­ 
nounced that they will be presented 
it the two National Conventions to 
be held this month. 
The recovery on which self-sup- 
porting employment must depend, 
the Sentinels’ recommendations ex­ 
plain, involves "a withdrawal of the 
federal Government from private 
business,1” and “the expenditure of 
public funds by contracts awarded 
to the lowest bidder.” 
To this end also, a sound currency 
and a balanced budget arc urged. 
"A managed currency,” explains 
the report, “is compatible only with 
a managed people. It discourages all 
long-range 
individual 
enterprise, 
Menaces the savings and insurance 
of our people, and Jeopardizes the 
investments of our charitable and 
educational institutions. 
"It is a long step toward regi­ 
mentation and dictatorship. 
"An essential need is to balance 
the National Budget.
